That rogue of rogues, Sir John 
Falstaff, will be seen in his 
misadventures in Hartnell’s pro- 
duction of ‘‘The Merry Wives of 
Windsor’’ during the Festival. 

“The Merry Wives of Wind- 
sor’ is a series of interwoven 
stories---all centering around Fal- 
staff and his misadventures.

Magic of makeup 
transforma actors 


Over sixty separate character 
makeups - from a golden haired 
King of the Fairies to the bearded 
Falstaff of ‘“‘Merry Wives of 
Windsor” - have been developed 
by Heather Stafford for the 
Renaissance Faire. ‘ 

For most of: the characters, 
Ms. Stafford was able to accent- 
uate individual’s features to 
produce a unique stage presence. 
The pumpkin-like Falstaff, how- 
ever, presents a host of make-up 

blems. 

“There is only one way that 
Falstaff can look,” says Ms. 
Stafford, ‘‘in his case we have to 


mold Jeff Hudelson to look like 
him.”’ 

The transformation requires 
two hours in the makeup chair for 
Hudelson. Layers of makeup base 
are applied by Stafford to give 
Hudelson the traditional plump 
cheeks, heavy eyebrows, beard, 
plus a ring of white crepe hair 
sprouting from a skin head wig. 
The wig. took Ms. Stafford five 
hours to construct. 

His transformation completed, 
Hudelson takes on a whole new

same way,’’ Hudelson. states,”’

Art gallery

A late addition to the Festival 
of activities is the opening of a 
temporary art gallery in the 
Studio Theatre in the Performing 
Arts Complex. : 

On display in the new gallery 
will be an assortment of paint- 
ings. sketchings, and assorted 
memorabilia from the life and 
times of William Shakespeare.

Cheatre on wheels 
created for Featival 


« The-Hartnell Drama Depart- 
ment has a Performing Arts 
Theatre, a Studio Theatre, and 
now a theatre on wheels creates 
especially for the Renaissance 
Festival of the Arts. 

Christened the Pageant .Wa- 
gon, it will be one of two stages in 
use during the Street Faire on 
May 1, 2, 8 and 9, and at the 
Elizabethean Feast at Toro Park 
on May 1. 

Designed by Michael Gannett, 
a student in a stagecraft class at 
Hartnell. College, the portable 
stage measures 19 feet long by 
12'A feet high by eight feet wide 
when packed for traveling. 


When set up, it measures 14 
feet wide. 

Everytime it travels on city 
streets, it has to get a permit from 
the city. When the wagon is taken 
out to Toro Park, a permit from 
the state will be required. 

Besides being another prop for 
the Festival, the wagon has been 


used to entertain children at eight : 


Salinas elementary schools in 
April. 
The Children’s Theatre, direct- 


ed by Ron Danko, used it in its 
presentation of an interlude from 
William Shakespeare’s ‘‘A Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream’’. 

The troupe and the stage have 
been well received by the young- 
sters, according to Todd Jonz, 
Hartnell Theatre manager. 

Jonz recalls the time that the 
troupe was rained out at Nativi- 
dad school. The troupe. called 
Madonna Del Sasso school and 
asked them if they would like to 
see a performance. “‘Sure,’’ the 
school replied, *‘When?"’ 

‘‘In about an hour and a half,’’ 
was the reply. 

The Children’s Theatre ‘may 
take the portable stage to more 
schools after May 1, according to 
Jonz. He says more schools are 
interested in seeing the perfor- 
mances. 

The Drama Dept. will try to 
hang on to the wagon after this 
year. But because it doesn’t own 
the chassis on which the stage 
rests, the department is going to 
have to put it on blocks. 

What will it take to get it off the 
chassis? ‘*A lot of people,”’ Jonz 
notes.

Hartnell’s production of ’’the 
Merchant of Venice’’ will differ 
slightly from the other Festival 
productions in that it will be 
performed in modern dress. 

There were two reasons for 
this, according to the show’s 
director, Ron Danko. ‘‘The first 
was the difficulty trying to 
costume all the actors in clothes 
of the period, we just ‘didn’t have 
enough time,’’ says Danko. “‘The 
second is that I personally feel the 
play is appropo in modern 
dress---the type of characters are

But a comedy because of the 
happy ending for the rest of the 
characters in the play. 


Shylock, portrayed by Harold 
Peiken, embodies a lust. for 
money in his character, a lust so 
great that it obliterates all about 
him. 

Shylock, in that lust, demands 
a pound of flesh when Antionio, 
an impoverished merchant, can- 
not repay ‘a loan. Antonio bor- 
rowed the money so he could lend 
it to his friend, Bassanio (Steve 
Doolittle). 


Antonio, (played by Father 


Charles Moore, a Catholic priest) 
is championed by Portia, (Bas-

sanio’s wife) who in a clever 
series of moves convinces a court 
Shylock does not have a right to 
exact a pound of flesh and that 
the alien Shylock is guilty of 
threatening a Venetian citizen and 
should lose half his wealth. 

Shylock not only loses half his 
wealth, but his daughter marries 
a Christian and he is forced to 
convert to Christianity as part of 
his penalty. 

‘The Merchant of Venice"’ 
provides an excellent portrayal of 
a greedy, vengeful usurer (Shy- 
lock) encountering the wise and 
beautiful Portia (Heather Stafford 
with the good triumphing. 

Hartnell'’s ‘‘The Merchant of 
Venice’’ will provide Shakespear- 
ean theatte at its best. 
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Designers weaver costumes 
to set mond for plays 


Hartnell’s costume department 


has been researching, designing © 


and constructing period clothing 
for the Renaissance Faire for four 
months. 

Designer Sally Tafner has 
raided archives at Stanford and 
San Jose State as well as 
Hartnell’s own library to insure 
that the clothing for ‘‘Merry 
Wives of Windsor”’ is authentic. 

‘Authentic, but to a point,’’ 
says Tanner. ‘‘Because this is 
going to be Salinas’ first real taste 
of Shakespeare, we want the 
show and its costumes to be 
stylized and, frankly, pretty.” 

**The Merchant of Venice,’’ is 
being set in modern day America. 
Some of the performers supplied 
their own contemporary cost- 


umes, but in most cases Tanner 
had to comb Salinas stores and 
thrift shops- for clothing that 
reflects the correct . character 
image. 


Every costume worn in *‘Merry . 


Wives of Windsor’’ had to be 
created from scratch by Tanner 
and her aides. Patterns for 
Shakespearean _ outfits — simply 
don’t exist. Unique materials 
were also utilized, such as 
corduroy as a_ substitute for 
velvet, and old drapes as the 
basis for an outfit. 

The balloon-like Falstaff’s fat 
suit took 18 hours to build. 
Authentic Elizabethan shoes were 
also made for everyone in thé 
company.
